CONSIDERABLE surprise was excited towards the end of | 
last week by an announcement to the effect that the French 
Cabinet had addressed a note to the Prussian Government 
pointing out that the great changes in the political organisation 
of Germany would render it necessary that the French frontier 
should be rectified by a cession of territory to France, and that 
by a later communication it had demanded a restoration of the 
boundary line of France to what it was in 1814, The facts, as 
stated by the telegram, speedily lost some of the importance 
attributed to them by the reflection that the abrupt and 
imperative terms of the statement might be due to Mr. 
Reuter’s correspondent rather than to the spirit and manner in 
which the French proposals had been mooted, Still, the sub- 
stance of the announcement, quite irrespectively of its verbal 
form, produced a decidedly unpleasant impression, and men’s 
thoughts instinctively became serious, as if the shadow of a 
great calamity had fallen upon them.

It matters little whether the 
propensity to encroachment is national or only dynastic in its 
origin—whether it seeks gratification as a reward of service 
rendered or as an instalment of justice due—whether it compasses 
its objects by pre-arrangement with the parties immediately con- 











cerned or finds its occasion in passing events—it is, under any 
circumstances, a craving which one could wish the subject of 
it would resolutely suppress as tending to mischief in many 
ways. It is matter of regret, as well for the sake of France 
and her Emperor as on other accounts, that abstention has not 
commended itself to the ruling authority at the Tuileries in 
closing the recent war. The moral influence which it would 
have gained would have been cheaply purchased at a very 
trifling, and in all probability but a temporary, sacrifice. 

At the same time it would be unjust to exclude from con- 
sideration all that might be urged in favour of restoring to 
France the frontiers of 1814, The territory and fortresses of 
which the treaties of 1815 dispossessed her may be of little or 
no value to her regarded as a defence ; but as a reparation of 
wounded honour it is not surprising that they should be 
coveted. They were taken from her partly as a penalty for 
the trouble she had occasioned to Europe, and partly as bail 
for her peaceable behaviour in future, They formed, at that 
period, a portion of a strategic line of some importance, and 
were intended to be used as a curb upon French ambition.

of course by the Berlin Cabinet. But when it was found that 
Prussia was not disposed to “entertain the French propositions,” 
and that great excitement prevailed among the German people in 
consequence of their having been made, war again seemed imminent ; 
but now it is all -pleasant sunshine, if only for a time. The Em- 
peror, it seems, has received the Prussian Ambassador, Count de 
Goltz, and assured him that it was only in order to satisfy public 
opinion in France the demand was made; that, although he con- 
sidered it just, he conld not but acknowledge the fairness of the 
arguments bronght forward by the Prussian Cabinet against it;

SPAIN, 

The Queen arrived, on Thursday week, at Zaranz. Enthusiastic 
popular demonstrations were made in honour of her Majesty during 
the journey from San Ildefonso, 

The Queen, before her departure, signed, on the proposition of 
Marshal Narvaez, a decree declaring that promotion in the Spanish 
army, which until now could take place partly by selection and 
partly by seniority, shall be in future entirely by seniority. No 
exception is made in case of war. The object of this measure is to 
avoid the pronunciamentos or military revolts which many Spanish 
officers sometimes provoke with the sole object of obtaining advance- 
ment in case of success. 

The Government have paid the Bank of Spain twenty million 
reals on account of the debt owing to the bank. Large quantities 
of bullion are being sent to Madrid from the provinces, 


PRUSSIA, 

The demand made by France for the rectification of her frontiers, 
as stated in our French news, caused much excitement at Berlin, 
as it was feared that the claim might lead to a rupture between the 
two Governments. These fears, however, owing to the calm good 
sense shown by Napoleon on receiving from the Prussian Govern- 
ment a positive though courteous refusal to his proposal, have, of 
course, quite subsided. 

On Monday the Crown Princess left Berlin with her children for 
Erdmannedorf, her husband following the next day. Prince Louis 
of Hesse has arrived at the palace of the Crown Prince on a visit. 

The Chamber of Deputies was opened yesterday week by General 
von Stavenhagen; the Ministers von der Heydt, Roon, Selchow, 
and Eulenburg were present. Before the House proceeded to the 
order of the day, Herr Grabow, the former upright and temperate 
President, stated that, after mature and conscientious consideration 
of certain communications respecting his proposed election to tho pre- 
sidency, made to him by some of his political friends, but the nature of 
which he could not make public, he had arrived at the firm and un- 
shakable conviction that the interests of the House and the country 
required him to decline the presidency of the Chamber. The House 
then proceeded to elect a President. At the first voting Herr 
von Forckenbeck received 154, Count Arnim 134, and Count Schwerin 
24 votes. One hundred and sixty-six votes being necessary to con- 
stitute the absolute majority required, a second election took place, in 
which Herr von Forckenbeck obtained 170, Count Arnim, 136, and 
Count Schwerin 22 votes. Herr von Forckenbeck accepted the 
election, and made a short speech thanking the Chamber for the 
honour conferred upon him. General von Stavenhagen, belonging 
to the Left Centre, was elected first Vice-President by 180 votes, 
against 145 given in favour of Herr Holzapfel, of the Conservative 
— y. Her von Bonin, of the old Liberal party, was chosen second 

fice-President by 186 votes, against 125 accorded to Herr von 
Blankenburg, of the Conservative party. , 

On Monday the Minister of the Interior bronght in the bill 
settling the electoral law for the Parliament of the North German 
Union, The clauses of the bill provide for universal direct voting 
by ballot. The bill was referred to a select committee of twenty-one. 

The Minister of Finance, on Tuesday, introduced a bill of 
indemnity for the financial administration of the government from 
the commencement of the year 1862 to the present time, He also 
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asked the House to authorise an expenditure for the current year 
of 154 millions. The Estimates for 1867 will be made known before 
the close of the present year. The Finance Minister further 
cemanded a credit of 60 million thalers. He stated that the Govern- 
ment was of opinion the issue of Treasury notes would be the 
most expedient means for meeting the expenditure. They had 
abandoned all idea of. negotiating a loan, but did not lose sight of 
the fact that fuller powers for financial purposes might be required, 
as, by the signature of the armistice, peace had not actually been 
concluded, 

_ Prussia is rapidly settling acconnts with the staaller States. Peace 
is all but concl with Wirtemberg and Baden ; and the Queen of 
Hanover has been. advised to quit that country. 

General Voigte-Bhetz has been appointed Governor-General of 
Hanover. The Hanoverian Government has drawn up a long reply 
to the Prussian G which recently stated that previous to the 
outbreak of the war over negotiated at the same time with 
Prussia for neutrality and with Austria for an alliance. The 
Hanoverian Government denies that this was the case, maintaining 
that it was always nentral. 

Of the future of the minor States, the Berlin correspondent of the 
Times tells us that all over the north people are cordially agreed 
as to the expediency of recognising the results of the past campaign, 
and adopting the Bismarck programme, whatever its deficiencies in 
point of constitutional liberty. The south, too, is becoming more 
and more alive to the policy of such a course, and, wherever the 
priests or Republicans have not the upper handydemands its reunion 
with the Northern Confederacy. 


AUSTRIA AND ITALY, 


The little news that we have from Vienna is unfavourable. It is 
stated that there is great discontent there, that many arrests have 
been made, and that the Emperor, when he goes into the streets, 
is met with cries of “ Abdicate.’ There is little doubt that the 
Viennese are much dissatisfied with the manner in which the war 
has been conducted. Thatsome difficulties exist is certain from the 
fact that a change of Ministers has just taken place, 

The Empress has left Pesth for Vienna, 

_ Austria and Italy have at last come to an agreement. An armis- 
tice has been signed for four weeks, to be continued unless notice to 
the contrary is given. The difficulty has been the line of demarca- 
tion beyond which the Italian troops should not go. An arrange- 
ment has been made by which the Italians occupy simply Lom O- 
Venetia, and do not come within certain fixed pee of the forts. 

General Garibaldi has issued an address to the volunteers expres- 
sing his confidence that they will respect the conditions of the 
armistice, and conform as hii to the orders of the Government. 
The Garibaldians have effected the retrograde movement to the line 
of demarcation in perfect order. 

The Italian papers do their best to smooth matters and snpport 
the Government by saying that Prussia and France only bound 
themselves to stand by Italy for the cession of Venetia, and that, if 
Italy persisted in carrying on the war to obtain the Trent district, she 
would be left to her own resources. The /talie says >—“The Italian 
forces, which had advanced as far as Pergine and the walls of Riva, are 
compelled for strategical reasons to concentrate in the rear. The 
diplomatic question relative to the district of Trent must not be 
confounded with the strategical question, The necessity for con- 
centrating the — ve cause the evacuation of certain portions 
of territory occupied by the Italians without its resulting that such 
territories are not to be claimed in the negotiations for peace.” 


RUSSIA, 


The United States squadron, which has been so anxiously looked 
for by the Russians, reached St. Petersburg last week, The officers 
and crew were most cordially received. The extraordinary mission 
from the United States, accompanied by General Clay, the 
American Minister at the Court of St. Petersburg, was re- 
ceived, on Wednesday week, b 
of Peterhof. The Hon. G, v. Fox, Under-Secretary of the 
United States Navy, presented to his Majesty the address voted 
by Congress, or a te him upon his escape from the 
peril of assassination. Mr, Fox made a speech, which concludes 
thus —“ The story of a_peril from Which a kind Providence has 
delivered your Imperial Majesty brings with it the remembrance of 
the mighty sorrow ‘which so lately filled every loyal heart in our 
own land at the sudden loss of our chief, our guide, our father. We 
thank God that a grief like this was spared to our friends and allies, 
the Russian people, May the Father of all nations and all rulers 
protect, prolong, and bless the life which He has so signally pre- 
served, for the service of the people to which it belongs, for the good 
of mankind, and the glory of His holy name.”

ELECTORAL LAW FOR THE GERMAN PARLIAMENT. 


Tue bill regulating the election of Deputies to the German Par- 
liament has been brought in by the Prussian Minister of the 
Interior, The preamble of the bill is as follows :— 

So far back as the 9th of April last, when the King’s Government laid its 
proposal for reform of the constitution before the late Federal Diet, it 
advocated for that purpose the co-operation of a Parliament called together 
by direct elections. By Art. 4 of the draught of the new Federal constitu- 
tion, communicated upon the 10th of June to all the members of the former 
Confederation, and submitted to the last sitting of the Federal Diet upon the 
i4th of that month, this proposal was specified to mean that the national 
Parliament should be elected according to the clauses of the Imperial 
Electoral Law of April 12, 1849. After the Confederation was dissolved, 
Prussia forwarded, upon the 16th of July, to Mecklenburg-Schwerin, Saxe- 








Weimar-Eisenach, Mecklenburg-Strelitz, Oldenburg, Brunswick, Saxe- 
Meiningen, Saxe-Altenburg, Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, Anhalt, Schwarzburg- 
sondershavsen, Schwarzburg-Rudolstadt, Waldeck, the elder and younger 
branches of Reuse, Schaumburg-Lippe, Lippe, Lubeck, Bremen, and Ham- 
borg, invitations to conclude an alliance upon the basis of the aforesaid 
draught, under obligation of speedy military connection and of the con- 
vocation of the Parliament as soon as this was effected by Prussia.

The following ehall be considered as of blemished character, and there 
fore excluded from the right of voting :—Persons deprived of the full enjoy- 
meut of their civic rights by legal decree, in so far as they have not been 
reinstated in thoee righta. 

4. Every Prnesian entitled to vote, who has passed his twenty-fifth yea 
and has belunged to the State for at least three years, is eligible as a deputy. 
Punishments for political offences undergone or remitted by pardon do not 
exclade from election. 

5. Persons invested with a public office do not require leave of absence 
to enter the Parliament. 

6. One deputy is to be elected to an average of 100,000 souls according 
to the population by the last census. A surplus of at least 50,000 souls upon 
the entire population will be reckoned as equivalent to a full 100,000. Every 
deputy is to be elected in a separate district. 

7. For convenience of voting the electoral districts will be divided into

8. Any person desirous of exercising the right of voting in an electoral dis- 
trict must have his residence in the same at the period of the election. Every 
pereon can only vote at one place. 

9. For the purposes of the election lists shall be prepared in every district, 
in which the family and surnames, the , occupation, and residence of 
pereons entitled to vote shal] be entered. These lists are to be exhibited for 
general inspection at latest four weeks before the day appointed for the 
regular election, and this fact is to be publicly made known. Objections to 
the lists are to be made within a week after the publication to the tribunal 
which has feeved the list, and are to be settled within the next fortnight, 
after which the lists will be closed. Those persons only are entitled to vote 
who are comprised in the lists. 

10. The voting shall be public. Members of the commune not holding any 
state or communal office shall be present thereat. The right of voting shal! 
be exercised in person by voting-papers without signature. 

11. The election shall be direct. It follows by an absolute majority of al! 
the votes given in a district. If an absolute majority of votes does not appear 

n an election, the choice shall lie only between the two candidates who have 
received most votes. In equality of votes lot shall decide. 

12. Proxies for the Deputies are not to be elected. 

13. The electoral circles and districts, the directors of the elections, ani 
the electoral process, in so far as not settled by this present law, shall be 
regulated by the State Government.

Tue Royal Agricultural Society’s fallow year has been used to the 
full by the Yorkshire Society ; and, though no herds were in the stalls, 
the county where, according to Sydney Smith, “ everyone is supposed 
to be able to ride as soon as he is born” amply atoned for their 
absence by its brilliant horse array. Sir George Chomley’s Angelus 
by Orpheus, a hunter sire of great substance and of good report with 
his foals, beat a large class, among which Cavendish was quite the 
public favourite. Grand Master, Post Captain, and Motley were the 
other selected ones; and the last named, who is not unlike his sire, 
Touchstone, with thesame fine hind-leg-action and more quality, took 
the red rosette as second. In the coaching sire class Prince bee, 
whose victories are legion, was not to be beaten, though Mr. George 
Holmes had a most dangerous “candidate.” Mr. Scarth’s twenty- 
year-old mare, true to her name, Plucky, defeated all the hunting 
rood mares, including her coeval, old Marigold, and the dam of 
Sprig of Nobility (wjth a Blair Athol foal). Mr. Booth, of Killerby, 
bids fair to have al greater card than Vaulter or Beechwood 
in his admirably furni8hed two-year-old hunting colt, Bird of Passage ; 
and, if there had been a cup for the best hunter of any age, 
it is not improbable that he would have beaten the whole 
assembly of expectant Clashers and Asshetons. One of the winning 
airs of carriage-horses was by Voltigeur, who seems equally at 
ome in providing for ‘‘the Turf, the Chase, and the Road.” The 
more important hunter contests were on the second day, Master of 
Arts just beat Buffoon by Motley in a four-year-old class, Among 
the fives, Mr. Jewison’s The Moor seemed more up to the required 
14 stone than the handsome Templemore ; and the defeat of Voyageur, 
the show crack of the year, by The Swell (a very grand and well- 
ridden horse) as well as Hawkseye in the aged class, was hailed with 
a loud cheer, as the chestnut’s action was not liked. Crafty was 
as invincible as ever in the class for hackneys up to 14st,, and 
Mr. Milward’s roan British Queen had a sharp thing with Cornice 
for the head of the light weights. Of its kind, nothing in the 
yard knew how to use its legs better than Mr. Major's roadster 
rood-mare Polly, and for quality and type she is not to be ex- 
celled. One of the rejected two-year-old hunters sent Mr. Slater 
(who judged, with Mr. Burbidge, of Thorp Arnold, and Mr, Nicol 
Milne) on to his back with a furious kick; but, happily, in a few 
minutes he “ came to time.” 

The shortwools numbered 52, against 107 longwools, and, as some 
of the wonted habitués of the Royal had, like the starved-out gar- 
dener, “‘ got no work to do,” they came north rather than be idle. 
Lord Walsingham was first, second, and third, with shearling South- 
down rams, and first with old rams, In the shortwool gimmer class 
the competition was entirely confined to Shrops, and Mr. Davies, of 
Mere Old Hall, separated Lord Wenlock'’s first and third prize pens. 
In the shearling ram class one of this grand breed, Mr. T. Mansell’s 
Marquis, was highly commended ; and no one need be ashamed of 
being called “‘ sheep-faced” if he remembers those features. Mr, 
Sanday was a judgeof longwools, as Mr, Rigden was of shortwools, 
and there were 49 Leicester entries for the £90. Mr. Borton swelled 
the classes, as in duty bound, and won a first, two seconds, and a 
third, with rams; but was beaten in the shearling class by Mr. 
Cresswell, who stood up well for the honour of Leicestershire 
and gave the Yorkshire champion no chance of revenge among 
the old sheep. Lincoln and Cotswolds had a fight for it in the “long 
wool not Leicester” classes, the former having quite the best of it; 
and the black-faced sheep, which Yorkshiremen love dearly to cross 
with Leicesters, were not by any means forgotten. Mr. Waimman 
and Mr. Mangles showed nothing in the pig classes, which were a 
fair average, “ nothing more ;” and the hound show lent no slight 
zest to the last day. Yorkshire always loves to see judges at work 
in the ring, and, with cattle and horses on the first day, horses the 
second, and hounds on the third, their tastes can be gratified to the 
full, and the fun never flags. Farming and fox-hunting are, after 
all, twin sisters, especially in a hunter-breeding county. Thanks 
to Mr. Thomas Parrington, such a show of hounds was never 
seen in England, and it well deserves a charter of incor- 

poration with the society, instead of being self-supporting. 

‘he Yorkshire kennels had their share of prizes, and the Yarborough 
did well ; but, on the whole, no hounds, considering the short time 
the kennel has been established, deserved their double laurels so much 
as Lord Poltimore’s, uniting as they did great substance with rare 
necks and shoulders. The Prince and Princess of Wales visited the 
show-ground on the last day, and, after seeing the hounds and 
hunters, lunched in the Royal saloon. The honour of haviag the 
show next year was keenly disputed between Thirsk and Malton, and 
decided in favour of the formertown. Richmond, which is said to be 
sulky on account of the preference once shown to Stockton, declined 
tosendinaclaim. This is the sixth time the meeting has been held 
in York since it was established in 1837. 

The ram lettings are now in full force. Mr. Borton’s began on 
Thurscay ; Mr. Aylmer’s is fixed for the 23rd; Mr, Rigden’s for the 
28th; Mr. Chaplin’s for the same day; and the Biscatho for 
Aug. 30. The Cotswold men have every reason to be satisfied ; and 
it is stated that the ten-years’ averages of their two great breeders, 
Mr. John Hewer and Mr. William Lane, is £18 14s. for 518 sheep, 
as against £17 Is. for 545. We regret to hear of the death of that 
eminent Southdown breeder Mr. John Waters, of Motcombe, at the 
early age of forty-seven, He was a well-known winner at the Royal, 
and only last week his aged ram took second honours at York. There 
were few nicer and more cheery specimens of an Englishman, 
whether you sat with him of an evening and talked of the Webb 
and Ellman blood, or met him at the sheep-pens with his old man 

“Joe” (who was once with the late Mr. Grantham, and well 
charged with stories as long as the sea-serpent about the old 
Southdown challenges), or saw him hunting his harriers on the hills 
behind Eastbourne.

What is more to the purpose is the fact that, after 
all, and in spite of cynicism, we shall not get a good law of 
any kind from a party that is not either really in favour of it, 
or whose antecedents do not give it aright to be assumed to 
favour it. It is a very rare order of mind that satisfactorily 
executes an unwelcome duty. We donot think that the Derby 
Cabinet desires, above all things, a good Reform Act; and 
we are quite sure that, if such a desire has come upon it, 
the feeling is a sudden one, and of the nature of the violent 
lovesthat have violentends, Thatthe Earl of Derby, or ratherhis 
Ministry, would much like to see the question settled, we have 
no manner of doubt, but it is from love of the settlement, not 
of reform, To put the business out of the way in a manner 
that should afford no excuse for reopening it for the next 
thirty years is an object for which the Earl of Derby would 
probably be inclined to make a considerable sacrifice, and we 
dare say that a very large number of the most valuable 
people among us rather feel with his Lordship. But this is 
not quite all that is desired. The Earl of Derby would be 
quite as well pleased—we will not put it more strongly—if the 
question could be shelved by some incident, or state of things, 
that would be as effectual a bar to the reform movement 
as a settlement itself.

A deputation representing the leading joint-stock banks 
waited upon the Chancellor of the Exchequer last Saturday in reference to 
the high rate of discount. The deputation was headed by Alderman Salomons, 
M.P., chairman of th® London and Westminster Bank. A resolution which 
had been agreed to by the representatives of the joint-stock banks was pre- 
sented to Mr. Disraeli. It represented in effect that the continuance of the 
high rate of 10 per cent was oppressive to trade and tended to create distrust ; 
and it further declared that there ought to be some relaxation in the terms of 
the letter of the late Chancellor of the Exchequer to the directors of the Bank 
of England. The propositions in this resolution were enforced by several 
members of the deputation, but Mr. Disraeli gave them scant encouragement 
to hope that what they wished for would be carried out. He praised the 
management of the Bank of England, and expressed his belief that there 
was a steady improvement going on. He added that he should wait in town 
in order that, should interference of his be necessary, he might be at hand.—— 
On Monday a deputation from Birmingham and other large manufacturing 
towns had an interview with Mr. Disraeli on the same subject. It is stated 
that the gentlemen were enabled to lay before him facts of the most important 
kind, as showing the necessity for a speedy reduction of the rate. The 
Chancellor, however, gave them an answer in effect the same as that which 
he gave the deputation on Saturday._—The Directors of the Bank of 
England, at their weekly meeting on Thursday reduced the rate of discount 
from 10 to 8 per cent,

LAW AND POLICE. 


The Irish Master of the Rolls, the Right Hon. T. B. 
Smith, died of apoplexy on Monday, at his shooting-box near Blairgowrie, in 
Perthshire. The /rish Times states, “with considerable certainty,” that 
Baron Fitzgerald will succeed him; and that the post of Baron of the 
Exchequer, vacated by this promotion, will be filled by Mr. George. 


An Act to amend the Prison Act of last year was published 
on Tuesday. Some difficulties have arisen ag to the removal of prisoners, in 
consequence of assizes being appointed at other places, and such difficulties are 
now removed. Any dispute as to the amount of expenses payable by the 
sending authority to the receiving authority is to be settled by arbitration. 


In the year 1865 there were 256 causes tried in the Divorce 
Court—fifty-three before a jury, and 203 before the Judge Ordinary, on oral 
evidence, but without a jury. ‘This is a large increase over former years. In 
1864 the number was only 191. But the increase appears to have been caused 
by reduction of arrears on the cause-list, rather than by a greater namber 
of applications ; for the number of petitions filed for the dissolution of mar- 
riage, which averaged annually 213 in the years 1859-63, and was 231 in 1864, 
was only 222 in 1865 ; and the petitions for judicial separation, which averaged 
fifty-six in 1859-63, and were sixty-six in 1864, were but sixty-two in 1865. At 
the end of the year this court had been in existence for eight years, and in 
that time 1467 judgments had been given, averaging 183 a year ; but for some 
reason or other the registrar, year by year, omits to state how mai ny of the 
judgments grant the prayer of the petitioner to be loosed from the bond. 


The judicial statistics for England and Wales for the past 
yo have been published. The total number of murders was 135, being one 
n excess of the previous year :—76 were reported from the counties, 51 from 
boroughs, and 8 by the metropolitan police, In Lancashire 28 cases occurred, 
of which 13 came from Liverpool. In Yorkshire there were 15 cases; in 
Durham 10 cases; in Somerset, 7; in Southampton, 7; in Devon, 6; in 
Kent, 6; in Gloncester, Stafford, and Worcester, 5 each. Some of the re- 
maining counties had emaller numbers, while in thirteen English and Welsh 
counties no case of murder occurred. There were 54 attempts to murder as 
compared with 40 for the preceding year; and 279 cases of manslaughter as 
com i with 214 for the previous year. The cases of stabbing, shooting 
at, &c., numbered 762, —_—— a decrease of four over the previous year. 
There were 232 cases of concealment of birth in 1864-5, being less by three 
than in the preceding year. Of these 119 were in the counties, 25 in boroughs, 
88 in the metropolitan polite district, and none in the city of London. he 
burglaries reported were 2615, being an increase of 24 on the previous retara ; 
highway robberies, &c., 716; arson, 470; and attempted suicide, 787. The 
number of proved offences against the person was 2536; offences against 
property, with violence, 5160 ; malicious offences against property, 669 ; other 
offences, 43,298. The total number of persons convicted last year was 312,822, 
of whom 262,214 were males, and 50,668 females. The cases of stealing and 
attempting to steal numbered 44,908 ; the assault cases, 98,776. There were 
10,392 offences against the gamelaws. The total number of persons proceeded 
against exceeded by 12,000 the numbers of the previous year, Th®total number of 
appeals to Quarter Sessions from the decisions of justices acting out of 
Sessions in 1865 was 91, of which 57 were affirmed and 34 quashed. The 
Coroners’ inquests for last year amounted to 25,011, showing an increase of 
224 over the previous year ; 17,566 were males and 7445 females. The total 
cost of the inquests was £74,915 4s. 3d., giving an average for each inquest 
of £2 19. 10d. The number of commitments in criminal proceedings for the 

was 19,614, being very slightly in excess of the previons year. The 
capital convictions for the last five years were as follow :—1861, 26 ; 1862, 28; 
1863, 20; 1864, 32; 1865, 20. Of the twenty persons sentenced to death in 
1865, eight were left for execution, one committed suicide in prison, in eight

The 
jury, however, without leaving the box, found the prisoner guilty, but the 
learned Judge deferred passing sentence until the close of the commission. 
Sweeting was brought up for sentence on Tuesday, in company with another 
prisoner, named Williams, who had fired his employer's premises, for the 
purpose of destroying the books, and thereby concsaling errors in his accounts, 
The prisoners were each sentenced to ten years’ penal servitu le. 


Other causes besides impure water are at work to cause 
diseases and premature deaths among the poorer classes of the metropolis. A 
butcher of St. Ives was charged at Guildhall, on Saturday last, with sendiag 
beef in a state unfit for human food to Newgate-market, upon which he 
admitted that he gave only 37s. for the cow, and that on killing it he gave 
some of the meat to the pigs, and the remainder he thonght “ quite good 
enough to send to London.” Alderman Waterlow sentenced him to a month's 
imprisonment.——-In another case a fine of £5 was inflicted, and 172 ox 
tongues in a putrid state were condemned, the inspectors’ atteation being 
called to them by their stench. 


The authorities of the Great Eastern Railway were charged 
at the Worship-street Police Court, on Monday, with having and allowing a 
building, called the “* Medel Lodging-house,” in St. John-street, Bethnal- 
green, to be in an unfit state for occupation. It was stated that, althouzk 
a hundred persons were in this place, there was not a drop of water for their

The 
latter, being jealous of the former, attac ked them with blu igeons, &c., and 
drove them out of their huts. Last Saturday ten men were brought up before 
the Tonbridge magistrates, when six of them were committed for trial at the 
sessions. It was said the French worked for less than the English, but this is 
denied by the contractors. 


At the Gloucester Assizes Eliza Kirby, the wife of a moulder, 
was tried for the murder of her child when a week old. She was of weak 
mind, and declared the child was the devil. Aocquitted on the ground of 
insanity, she will be kept in confinement during the Queen's pleasure. 

At the same assizes Edward Partridge, a young man of 
twenty, was found guilty of shooting Annie Weaving, a young girl whom he 
had courted; but the int macy had been broken off. The contents of the 
pistol, swan- -shot, lodged in her breast, and for some weeks her life was in 
danger. Delirium an in, and the poor girl is now a maniac in the county 
lunatic asylum.

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A LAST SKETCH OF PARLIAMENT. 
Svurrosixe that there is such a thing as a contemplative politician, 
he might well have found matter for curious meditation as he wit- 
nessed the dissolving away of Parliament a few days ago. The 
ecene must have seemed a phantasmagoria—regard being had to 
the auspices under which the Session commenced, It might have 
been remembered that a compact—in some respects fresh, and in all 
reepects vigorous—Ministry, led in the House of Commons by the 
man of the day, was supported by a large majority of the Liberal 
party. This Ministry, and this body of politicians, received in a 
certain sense the personal countenance of the Sovereign; for her 
Majesty, for the first time for years, herself opened the new 
Parliament, and, in a manner, inaugurated the new policy which was 
professed by the reconstructed Government. Whatever may have been 
the case with Earl Russell, at least Mr. Gladstone stood radiant and 
vortending much action, in a pride of place which had been awarded to 
Pin as a matter of course, and he seemed to have risen to the dignity 
of his position, so far as concentrating every power he possessed upon 
its illustration. The Opposition showed stern but quiet ; and if any- 
one then looked forward to the last day of the Session, no force of 
imagination presented to him the vision of Mr, Disraeli sitting in 
the chief place, in all the pomp of power and precedence, while Mr. 
Gladstone almost slunk into a seat on the front Opposition bench 
alone, all his colleagues gone; the Liberal party dwindled down to 
Mr. Stuart Mill, Mr. Seeley, and some half-dozen others, while a com- 
act phi < of Conservative Ministerialists followed Mr. Disraeli into 
the Upper Chamber to hear the Speech which he had composed ; 
and, on their return, to receive the farewell grasps of the hand from 
he Speaker which it is his duty to give with equal fervour to Tory 
1 when in office and in power. In such a consummation 
whirlwind of a Session, in looking back on which 
features and distinctive movements seem dim and confused ; and it 
would be as easy to describe the minute incidents of a battle in a 
sentence or two as to bring into a reasonable space the varied 
circumstances which have resulted in the shattering and 
disorganisation of the Liberal majority in the House of Commons 














and the quiet accession to office, with almost absolute power, 
of a Conservative Government. One thing, amidst the con- 
fusion and disarray, stands out clear. Mr. Gladstone has 
failed in his attempt to lead the House of Commons. Into the 


causes—patent though they are to those who have had opportunity 
of looking on the proceedings of the House and its whilom leader— 
it is not necessary here to enter. Suffice it that Mr. Gladstone's 
“‘ vaulting ambition” has so “ pricked the sides of his intent” that 
he has overleaped himself, and literally “ fallen on the other side.” 
In that school of probation, the Opposition benches, doubtless he 
will take pains to do that which he has not in his career up to the 
time of his assumption of leadership probably taken much trouble to 
do, and which the intensity of his actual occupation this Session 
precluded his doing then—namely, to study the idiosyncracy of the 
Houee, and perhaps he will learn that the art of persuasion in that 
assembly dees not consist in words, however eloquent; but in an 
influence which, like that of the atmosphere, is all-pervading though 
not palpable, and which is derived from a combination of qualities 
and management, which is but partially signified by the word tact. 

Referring to the conduct of that w hich we are alveady beginning 
to forget is a new Parliament, if one were called upon in a word to 

sterise that body and to designate its special qualities, one 
speak of its individuality. There is no doubt that the leaven 
of new members has not been wantingin fermentation. In many in- 
stances,men of no previous experience have come out well as mem- 
bers ; and it has been often the case that the old practised hands have 
had to do their best to hold their own against aspiring neophytes, 
many of whom have come forward with readiness of talk and 
steadiness of manner to pronounce and to maintain their opinions ; 
and, truth to say, often to display an unconsciousness of that alle- 
giance to leadership which Mr, Gladstone was striving so passionately 
to maintain. On the whole, it may be said that in no case in 
which new members have come prominently forward has there been 
any cause for saying that they have not been equal to the situation ; 
and in some cases—for example, Mr. Stuart Mill and Mr. Oliphant— 
something more. 

Perhaps in no single Session even of a new Parliament have there 
been so many vicissitudes as regards the personnel of the House 
of Commons as have marked the last six months. No less than 
thirty-one constituencies have changed their representatives. In 
addition to these changes there have been thirty-six re-elections— 
nine on account of the formation of Lord Russell’s Government, 
and twenty-seven through the acceptance of office by the Earl of 
Derby. The result of the contests throughout the Session is that 
the Liberals have won five seats—two at vonport, one in Aber- 
deenshire, one at Bridgewater, and one at Petersfield. The Con- 
servatives have gained three seats—at Bridgnorth, Helston, and 
Sandwich. Of course, the normal struggle before Committees, 
which follows every general election, has produced certain results ; 
for sixteen members have been unseated, while several boroughs, such 
as Great Yarmouth, Lancaster, Totnes, Reigate, &c., have had their 
representation suspended, while they are going through the apparently 
crucial but really nugatory process of a commission of inquiry into 
their alleged corrupt practices. The Peerage has snatched from 
the Lower House some of its familiar personages. Nine of these 
migrations have taken place, and of them the most notable are Sir 
Charles Wood, who has been missed for many reasons; Sir Bulwer 
Lytton, who will be missed because there was always an ex- 
pectation in a great debate that he would deliver an oration 
which was always pleasant, so far as it was  intel- 
ligible to the ear; Sir William Jolliffe, a prominent, 
because long a working member of the Conservative party, and 
remarkable for his melancholy respectability ; and Colonel Douglas 
Pennant, who was personally distinctive, being a gentleman of a 
fine presence, and a well-preserved specimen of the fine gentleman 
of twenty-five years ago. Death has taken away six of the members 
who were returned in Saty last. One of them, at least, did not take 
his seat; and by the time the new Parliament met, his influence, 
his inspirations, his policy had disappeared, and, in every sense of 
the term, the House of Commons knew him not—and yet it was 
Lord Palmerston. It may be sufficient to mention in the necro- 
logy Sir Minto Farquhar, who was active and so prominent 
amongst minor members, and Mr, Henry Herbert, a chief amongst Irish 
members ; and, while speaking of losses, let not the most remarkable 
Secretary to the Admiralty—John Wilson Croker not excepted— 
who ever dallied with the Reese of Commons be forgotten. Hap- 
py, it is not in the obituary that we are to place Lord Clarence 

aget, who, with a foresight that is characteristic, at a juncture most 
propitious for him, gave up Parliament and politics, and “ went to 
sea again.” Sifting out some other gains unk leaeh we have lost 
Mr. Whiteside, and we have gained in his place, in every possib!e sense, 
Mr. Walsh, the new Attorney-General for Ireland ; there has come 
back to us, like a parliamentary giant—we had almost said an o 
Mr. Bernal Osborne, and the total gain culminates in the Lord 
Amberley. 

It is undeniable that the Session of 1866 will ever be memorable ; 
for if nothing else shall be handed down of it to posterity there must 
survive a tradition that it exhibited probably as great a Parliamentary 
mees as ever was witnessed,

Monday, to consider various subjects connected with their trade, and to pro- 
mulgate the benefit of unions.

Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, the Duke of Richmond,

The train in which 
they were seated was stopped by two platelayers who had just discovered that 
a tributary of the Findhorn had washed through the railway. Upon examin- 
ing the line, it was found that it had been washed away for a distance of more 
than twenty yards, and that the water was flowing 9 ft. deep. 


A dreadful explosion of gunpowder has occurred at Dum- 
barton, in a house in the neighbourhood of a stone quarry. The quarrying is 
carried on by means of blasting, and the occupier of the house recklessly 
stored a large quantity of gunpowder in his dwelling. Some children who 
were playing with lucifer matches close to where a barrel of gunpowder stood 
let a spark fall, and the gunpowder exploded. The house was reduced to 
ruins, and twenty persons, forming four families, were more or less injured. 


A company has been established for the culture of oysters, 
on the principle of the Herne Bay and Whitstable fisheries, at the Warren, a 
large bank at the mouth of the estuary of the Exe, in Devonshire. Mr. Frank 
Buckland and Mr. Ffennell, Inspectors of Fisheries, have given it as their 
opinion that the conditions are most favourable for oyster-breeding. The first 
pile was driven last Saturday by the Earl of Devon, who is lord of the manor, 
in the presence of a distinguished company. 


The North Wales section of the Potteries, Shrewsbury, and 
North Wales Railway was opened, on Monday, for passenger and goods traffic, 
having satisfactorily passed the Government inspection. The line at present 
extends to Llaynynech, a distance of eighteen miles, with branches up to the 
Breidden and Nant Mawr hills. The Potteries section of the line, which 
terminates at Market Drayton, there forming a junction with the North 
Staffordshire system, is at t in course of construction, and when com- 


plete will, by aid of the Cambrian Railway, which it joins at Llaynynech, | 


bring the South Wales district into direct communication with the Potteries.

A fireman was killed on the spot and many passengers sustained serious 
injuries. Just before the collision between the two trains occurred an 
affecting incident took place. When the driver and fireman of one of the 
engines perceived that it was too late, the following words passed between 
them :—“ Joe,” said the fireman, “ there's no help for it; we're right into 
one another.” ‘“ Yes,” rejoined his mate, the driver ; “ but I can see nothing 
but my wife and children at home!” The words were hardly spoken when 
the dreadful encounter ensued. 


In an address presented by the grand jury of the county of 
Donegal to Lord Abercorn, the new Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, they recog- 
pive in her Majesty's choice of their chief governor a high compliment to the 
people of the province of Ulster, and express their belief that a more judicious

Among the art-studente of 
Winscombe who appeared as exhibitors was a lad who breaks stones as his 
daily work, but who is an er student not only of drawing, but of mathe- 
tratics, natural science, and also of Latin and Greek. The prize for darning 
was won by a lass of sixteen ; and of the prizes for knitted stockings, one was 
awarded to a lady of eighty-six, and the other to a child of eight.

The fifth annual meeting of the Devon Association for the 
Advancement of Liter ature, Science, and Art was begun on Wednesday 
week at the Guildhall, T avistock. Earl Russell, the president, delivered the 
opening address, in which he recounted the progress of the arts and sciences 
in promoting the welfare of mankind, dwelling at some length on the advan- 
tages which photography and electricity have conferred upon us.-——Sir John 
Bowring, LL.D., F.R.3., read a paper “ On Language, with Special Refereace \o 
the Devonian Dialects.” The origin of language, Sir John said, was hidden io 
the deepest obscurity, and the further we went back into the past the leas was 
the accessible evidence of the physical and intellectual state of our race, thouch 
there were abundant proofs of the very lowly condition of primitive man. Per 
haps in the present day nothing existed bearing the human name so rude as wa; 
the state of man when he lived contemporanconsly with some of the creatures 
whose species had ceased to form a part of the animal world, The languages 
of literature and civilisation undergo changes not so much by the loss of any 
existing words as by a constant influx of new additions in the n@menclature 
which are required to represent the progress of intelligence. It is believed 
that more than 30,000 words hare been added to our recognised vocabulary 
since the appearance of Johnson's dictionary. It may be safely said that fox 
one ancient word which has been lost twenty modern words have been foun. 
There were two processes constantly going on in the world—the disappearance 
of ancient idioms and the fusion of many languages into one. Hundreds of 
languages even in the memory of man have ceased to exist, and the 
further we go back the greater is the number we discover. The 
languages which are likely to last longest, and to spread most, widely, 
are those that most readily welcome the terms which advancing 
knowledge needs. In this respect our own was admirable. Derived 
mainly from two sources, the Gothic and the Classic, the first greatly 
preponderating, it has added wonderfully to our vocabulary new words taken 
from every part of the known world. One man has written to prove that the 
language of Paradise was that which is still current in some of the islands of 
the Pacific ; another has insisted that Welsh is entitled to the distinction ; an! 
a book published by an author not unknown to fame was believed to have 
demonstrated that the Enscava or Biscayan was the fascinating speech with 
which Eve tempted Adam. Had languages emanated from a common source, 
no words habitually and frequently used, denoting objects constantly present, 
could ever have disappeared. They or something like them would be every 
where found. But, unless there has been intercourse, they are never found. 
We must seek antiquity in popular and unwritten dialects. To the 
authority of Jeremy Bentham we owe some of the most useful words 
in our language, now generally employed and introdnced into Acts 
of Parliament, as international, codify, maximise, minimise, and many 
others. It may be said in general that more than four fifths of the English 
tongue are traceable to a Gothic or Anglo-Saxon source. In our Lori's 
Prayer of sixty-nine words sixty-four are Anglo-Saxon. In Shakspeare, 
taking the passage “to be or not to be,” there are, of eighty-two words, 
seventy Anglo-Saxon. In a passage from Swift of eighty-eight words he found 
seventy-eight, of Dr. Johnson in eighty-seven words sixty-six, Anglo-Saxon. 
Among the languages likely to last as long as the human race endures is our 
own, planted as itis inevery region of the earth, the adopted speech of severai 
of the most prosperous, populous, and progressing nations, and possessing in 
every department of literature s noble and still angmenting treasures, It 
will owe its popularity not alone fo its wide diffusion, but to its plastic cha- 
racter and its willingness to welcome whatever is likely to strengthen its 
efficiency. Sir John referred at length to the Devonshire dialect, introducing 
numerous illustrations, and concluded by saying, “‘ Devonshire may well 
lament the want of a tolerable county history ; but whenever such a history 
is properly written the local dialect and its many associations will afford 
materials for a most instructive and amusing chapter.”

Charles Norris Wilde, Esq., of Russell-square, the executors and trustees. 
The personalty was sworn under £70,000, Her Ladyship married, in 1845, as 
second wife, the Right Hon. Thomas Baron Truro, Lord High Chancellor in 
1850-2, who died in 1855. Her Ladyship died on the 2ist of May, 1866, having 
executed her will on the 15th of September, 1865, and a codicil on the 10th 
of October following. Her Ladyship has bequeathed to the present Baron 
Truro £20,000; she also leaves his Lordship the library, books, maps, ——, 
tures ; and the family and other portraits are ape a | bequeat to ous 
persons. To St. Paul's School, London, where her husband, the late Lord 
Truro, was educated, her Ladyship leaves the portrait of his Lordship in his 
black silk robes as Lord Chancellor ; and bequeaths his Lordship's state robes 
as Lord Chancellor, and the three purses belonging to the office, to be 
held as heirlooms in his family. Her Ladyship bequeaths to Lord Truro 
the principal part of the plate, which is set forth in a list of many 
pages appended to the will. There are many specific bequests of plate 
and jewellery to other parties; to the Right Hon. Stephen Lushington, 
D.C.L., £2000 ; to Charles N. Wilde, £1000, together with a service of china ; 
and to his wife also a legacy of £1000; to the Right Hon. EB. Cardwell £50), 
to Dr. Swiss £300, to Mr. Marjoribanks £2500; and there are several 
annuities, and also legacies to servants.

A lamentable accident took place in Ely-court, Holborn, a 
an early hour on Thursday morning. A house inhabited “i twenty-two 
persons fell while the unfortunate creatures were in bed. wenty extri- 
cated themeelves from their perilous position, but two were buried in the 
ruins and lost their lives, 


There has been a most destructive fire at Antwerp. The 
extent of in buildings and merchandise consumed was roughly 
calculated from £200,000 to £300,000. It broke out about seven o'clock in 
the morning of yesterday week in some merchants’ stores, situate in the Place 
de Walborgo, a kind square fronting the quay, and known as the com- 
mercial neighbourhood of Antwerp. The buildings were chiefly lofty ware- 
houses, filled with merchandise of every description, while in the basement 
stretched extensive vaults filled with some thousand barrels of petroleum 
ofl, and to the latter may be attributed the dreadful consequences 


that have befallen the city. The first range of warehouses 
attacked were the three belonging to M. Denis Haine, and by 
noon the whole of them were in a from end to end, It 


then reached a magazine or dép6t where 10,000 barrels of petroleum were 
stored. The local firemen, police, and military used every exertion to stay 
its progress, and < in rolling a great many barrels out of the building 
on to the quay, but the explosions and vebement of the flames compellod 
them to retreat. the whole day and night and following day the oon- 
fiagration swept on with terrific force. The flaming petroleum from the 
stores in question poured out in a stream, and flowed down into the range of 
vaults above alluded to, where thé larger quantity of petroleum was 
deposited, and which was all along so much dreaded. The fire then 
increased in magnitude tenfold, and the explosions that followed shook the 
whole city and brought down several houses, while several persons are 
reported to have been killed. The force of the explosions blew in 
the brickwork of the sewers, into which the burning petroleum flowed, and 
by that means found its way into a great many houses in Rue de Saa’s and 


| other streeta in the locality. ‘The military drove the people out to a place of 


safety. Among the buildings that were subsequently consumed were the 
Hotel de Coborg, the bonded stores known as the Great Swan and Little Swan, 
and a series of others of a commercial character. The engines that wore 
brought into play were perfectly inadequate to contend against so awful a 
fire. There was only one steam fire-engine there, and that belonged t a 
private firm.

4 lb., carried off the Railway 
Nursery Stakes, a handicap for two-year-olds, and this victory put 
his Derby backers in high glee, as he was conceding 25 lb. and 
82 Ib. to the second oak third respectively. Gomera was a very 
hot favourite for the Lewes Handicap, for which thirteen went to 
the post, but following the example of Copenhagen, Mail Train, The 
Special, and several other handicap “ pots” of the present season, 
she ran second, being beaten rather easily by Rama, who has 
evidently been under-rated.

THE Royal Academy having, as we intimated last week, reopened 
negotiations with the Government respecting a site for its future 
home on the Burlington House estate, the public will be glad to 
learn that a most satisfactory arrangement has been arrived at. It 
was generally felt that the Government should not allow the 
Academy to suffer loss by compelling it to quit Trafalgar-square in 
order that the intended extension of the National Gallery should be 
carried out ; and there can be no doubt that if removed to South 
Kensington the visitors, and consequently the income of the Academy, 
would be very considerably diminished. By the arrangement now 
made, however, the leading exhibition of British art will occupy a 
scarcely less accessible position, and the Academy has acquired 
abundant space for meeting the urgent requirements of the profession 
and for that development which has been demanded by public 
opinion, 

Before describing this arrangement it may be thought desirable 
to glance at the nature of the site on the Burlington House land first 
offered, which has been declined by the Academy. This first site con- 
sisted merely of a rather narrow strip of ground forming part 
of the front court of Burlington House; and the Government offer 
was hampered with the condition that the centre of the building to 
be erected should contain a lofty archway to allow of access to 
the present House, From the report of the Academy's architect, it 
appeared that thus would be afforded comparatively little of the 
increased space, 80 greatly needed (a deficiency which we earnestly 
deprecated in our last Number); that there were obstructions to the 
lighting at both extremities; that the central y would 
necessitate an inconvenient elevation for the exhibition galleries— 
which would have to be reached by about seventy steps ;

exhibition and schools beyond. The existing building will be 
retained, especially as it possesses considerable architectural merit. 
And very worthily the Academicians propose to utilise this 


edifice. It is hardly known to many that the Academy possesses 
numerous werks of art of peculiar interest, several of which have 
hitherto been hidden away in dark lower rooms and cellars in 
Trafalgar-equare. For instance, ever since the foundation of the 
Academy it has been the custom for each artist, on his receiving the 
diploma of full membership, to deposit in the Academy a specimen 
of his powers ; and although the examples are too often inferior, the 
collection of “ diploma pictures and sculpture " thus formed affords 
a valuable illustration of the course of British art from the days 
of Sir Joshua Reynolds down to the present time. These, then, are 
to be exhibited freely to the public in Burlington House (undera 
new roof with skylights), together with other precious art-treasures 
belonging to the Academy, including four pictures by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, a fresco by Paul Veronese, pictures by Giorgione and 
other old masters ; a grand though unfinished alto-relievo medallion 
of the Virgin and Child, by Michael Angelo; the most trustworthy 
memorial of Leonardo da Vinci's “ Last Supper "—i.e., the full-sized 
copy by Leonardo's scholar Marco D’Oggione ; excellent copies of 
the cartoons and other works of Raphael ; groups in marble by Banks, 
Nollekens, and other sculptors ; and some beautiful terra-cottas, The 
bazement would supply an office for the Secretary and apartments for 
the resident Keeper, the Registrar, and the servants of the Academy. 
The galleries at each extremity of the principal building might be 
adapted, the one to receive the lately-bequeathed Gibson Collection 
(there is, however, some doubt as regards this); the other the 
Art-Library of the Academy, when the library would no longer be 
reserved exclusively for the use of the Academy students, but 
thrown open to the public under proper conditions. 

The appropriation of Burlington House, now determined on, will 
entail the removal of the Royal, the Linnean, and other scientific 
societies, now occupying portions of the house and wings. But 
the present wings and colonnades in front of the mansion 
are to be pull down, and in their place are to be erected 
two new wings or lateral blocks of buildings, to correspond with the 
main front and to receive these and also other learned societies 
requiring accommodation. The curved colonnades have the re- 
commendation of being an almost unique architectural feature 
in England ; yet, with all respect for Mr, Beresford Hope's opinion, 
we submit that they are so cumbrous and out of proportion with the 
frontage, which they dwarf, that their loss need scarcely be regretted. 
Lastly, the present dead wall will be replaced by a handsome 
railing with gates, and the court within will afford room for many 
carriages to wait. . 

It is impossible to overrate the advantages which are secured by 
these arrangements. The National Gallery, relieved by the removal 
of the Royal Academy, may be rendered a not unworthy rival of 
the Louvre and other Continental galleries; in Piccadilly a fine 
building will be disclosed and virtually added to London; and we 
shall have every facility for fostering living art, and full scope for 
founding one of the best schools of art in Europe.

MUSIC. 


Ix addition to the musical festivals of Worcester and Norwich, 
another great and important music meeting will take place this 
year—the Welsh “National Eisteddfod,” which is to be held at 
Chester during the first week of next month. This national festival 
is not confined to music ; its object is the cultivation of literature 
and the arts generally ; but among so musical a people as the Welsh, 
music and lyrical poetry always hold a prominent place in these 
patriotic edlsheaticus. The Eisteddfod of this year will 
ve of extraordinary, indeed unprecedented, magnitude, The 
concerts will consist chiefly of the national music of 
Wales, executed by Welsh performers, especially Mr. Brinley 
Richards, Mr. John Thomas, Miss Edith Wynne, and Miss 
Edmonds. There will be a large and powerful orchestra, led by 
E. W. Thomas. The choral music will be on a more extended 
cale than has been attempted at any former Eisteddfod; and 
the prizes given will be awarded by the high authority of Mr. 
Henry Leslie. As heretofore, papers on interesting subjects con- 
nected with Wales and with the social and intellectual progress of 
her people, will be read and discussed at the meetings to be heid 
daily during the festival. 








AsTLEY’s THEATRE reopened on Saturday for the purpose of 
admitting an experiment of Miss Sophie Young, a young actresa, 
who is apparently desirous of ascertaining her forte, by appearing 
as Lady Audley in a new version, by Mr. John Brougham, of Miss 
Braddon’s popular novel. The drama is in five acts, and is called 
“The Mysteries of Audley Court.” The cast is rather strong, in- 
including Mr. George Jordan as Talboy’s friend, Mr. Henry Sinclair 
Talboy, Mr. Basil Potter as Sir Michael Audley, and Mr. 
Ryder as Luke Marks. The scenery, by Mr. Brew, is excellent. The 
success of the venture, however, must depend on the public acceptance 
of Miss Young as the guilty heroine of this tragic tale, That the lady 
bas talent, and is well practised in her art, at least in private, is 
sufficiently evident in the confidence with which she assumes the 
character, and the steadiness with which she carries out the con- 
ception that she had formed of it. Her faults, which for her own 
sake, we hope, are not inveterate, consist of a superabundance of 
action and excessive gesticulation, so that throughout a long part 
she seems to be continually writhing in contortions, scene after scene 












exhibiting the same struggle, with wearisome repetition. Part of 
this is the fault of the adapter, who has expended the first three 


acts on preliminaries, and yet in which nothing is explained. It 
was natural that the audience should, under such an infliction, 
grow impatient, and even restive. But we regretted to find that they 
were disposed to avenge themselves on the actress, as if she were the 
cause of their dissatisfaction. We admired Miss Young's evident 
courage, whose spirit rose at the opposition, and, confident in the 
real strength of the part, redoubled her efforts to produce effect. 
Her earnestness succeeded, and revealed a degree of skill and talent 
which the former scenes had left doubtful. The last act, however, 
was not so happy in its arrangement as it might have been, and the 
catastrophe lacked force and ay ape Miss Young, too, seemed 
perplexed and doubtful, and failed in making thai decided impression 
which is required for bringing down the curtain with unequivocal 
applause. Nevertheless, the audience did justice eventually to the 
actress and the play, and most of the company were recalled to re- 
ceive the usnal congratulations, 





“PALISSY THE POTTER.” 


THERE is no story of “self-help,” or the “ pursuit of knowledge 
under difficulties,” more deeply interesting and pathetic than that 
of Bernard Palissy, the self-taught potter of Saintes. And no such 
narrative of heroic perseverance has been related with more graphic 
and dramatic power, or filled in with more picturesque and illus- 
trative historical accessories, than Mr. Morley's “ Life of Palissy the 
Potter.” 

All our readers are familiar with those plates, dishes, and other 
ceramic objects, glazed with a peculiar mottled enamel and orna- 
mented in relief, for the most part with fishes, lizards, reptiles, 
insects, leaves, and flowers, and named, after their inventor and pre- 
ducer, Palissy-ware. The ornaments are modelled with a truthful- 
ness evincing the closest and most loving study of nature, all the 
subjects being taken either from the fauna and flora of the neighbour- 
hood of Saintes—where he settled, after years of wandering, 


as a painter, particularly on glass—or of the valley of 
the Seine, the latter years of his life having been spent 
in Paris, The reliefs are also treated with a delicacy and 


disposed with an artistic feeling which, united to their truth 
to nature, give to the pieces they decorate a value apart 
from many of the conventional productions addressed to the 
luxurious. Nevertheless, to us Palissy-ware is interesting chiefly for 
ite quaintly curious and playful originality ; and it is hard to realise 
that works of almost childlike fancy should be the outcome of 
one of the longest and bravest struggles against diffi- 
culties of every description of which we have any record— 
should be the chief triumph of a great artistic genius, of a natura! 
philosopher centuries in advance of his time, and of an earnest and 
uncompromising Huguenot, who, but for the precious secret he had 
won, would have been burnt at the stake long before the good old 
age at which he died a prisoner in the Bastille. Several weary years 
did Palissy epend, cnbuzing, as he himself tells us, misery and 
reproach of all kinds (sometimes being suspected of uttering base 
coin), occupied in discovering a white enamel glaze. And then his 
difficulties had only commenced, for he had still, unaided, to learn 
the potter's art in its highest form. Im his experiments the

MEMORIAL DRINKING.

THIS memorial drinking-fountain 

has been erected at the cost of 

the united parishes of St. Law 
rence Jewry and St. Mary Mag- 
dalen, Milk-street, from the de- 
sign of Mr. John Robinson, 
architect, under the directions of 

Messrs. John Young and Son, 

surveyors to those parishes. The 

statues and basso-relievo are by 

Mr. Joseph Durham, sculptor, one 

of the new Associates of the Royal 

Academy. The fountain, which 

is situate in Guildhall-yard, King- 

street, Cheapside, on the north 
side of the church, and adjoining 
the Guildhall of the city of 

London, was opened on Ascension 

Day, with an appropriate cere- 

mony and prayers taken from the 

baptismal service of the Esta- 
blished Church, and from the 
ancient ritual of the Catholic 

Church, used at the blessing of 

the waters of baptism on Holy 

Saturday. 

The edifice is of the pointed 
style of architecture, which pre- 
vailed in Italy during the fourteenth century. The plan is square, 
measuring 9 ft. at the base and 32 ft. to the top of the spire, which is 
terminated by a metal cross. At the base, on the east side, is the 
drinking-fountain, the water flowing from a bronze basso-relievo of 
Moses striking the rock, under a canop = ted by polished 
graniteshafts. Above are eight granite and marble shafts supporting 
canopies, under two of which (on the east and west sides) are statues 
of St, Lawrence, deacon and martyr, holding the gridiron, the emblem 
of his sufferings, and St. Mary Magdalen, the patron saints of the 
two parishes ; the other two spaces containing marble slabs, on which 
are inscribed the names of the twenty benefactors to the parishes to 
whose memory the monument has been erected, beginning with 
Thomas de Kelleseye, 1375, and ending with Mrs, Anne Saville, 1765

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FOREIGN MEAT FOR ENGLISH 
CONSUMPTION, 


THE report presented to both Houses of Parliament on 
the methods employed in the River Plate for curing meat 
for the European markets has been issued. It is by Mr. F. 
©. Ford, dated Buenos Ayres, June 26, 1866. 

After estimating the horned cattle of the River Plate 
and its affiuents at 22,000,000, and the sheep at 
35,000,000, it quotes the opinion of a curer of thirty 
years’ experience, that the failure in England of this 
salted beef is due rather to bad management than to any 
fault inthe meatitself. Thesimple process adopted in the 
River Plate is to cut the meat in slices of from one to two 
inches in thickness, to immerse it in strong brine, and lay 
it down in salt for two days, after which it was ready for 
shipment in a wetstate, or if desired to beexported dry, to 
complete the operation by exposure to the sun. The great 
objection to this class of meat is that the greater portion 
of the nutritive qualities is carried away in the brine; but 
that the human frame will thrive on this aliment is shown 
by the stalwart form of the coloured population of the 
Brazils, who consume it largely. 

The difficulty, however, of inducing Europeans to 
accept such food, and the Incrative prospect held out by 
speculators, were a process discovered by which the meat 
of the River Plate could be conveyed 6000 miles across 
the Atlantic and presented to the European consumer in 
a tempting and palatable form at a cheap rate, have 
induced Mr. J. Morgan, Professor of Anatomy in the 
Royal College of Surgeons in Dublin; Baron von Liebig, 
ef Munich; and Mr. Sloper, of London, apart from phi- 
lanthropic motives, to devote their attention to the 
subject. Mr. Morgan's process has already been attended 
with some success, 500,000 lb. of beef and mutton cured 
upon his principle having been imported into Liverpool 
last year, and eagerly purchased at 4d. per pound. This 
meat bears a close resemblance to English corped beef. 
Mr. Morgan adopts the circulatory system of the body as 
ameans of introducing the brine into the tiseues. The 
meat, when cured, is packed in barrels containing 220 1b. 
each, which can be purchased in Liverpool for £3 15s. 
each. 

Baron Liebig’s system is to reduce the meat to an 
essence—33 1b. being reduced to 11lb., which is sufficient to 
make broth for 128 men. A tin can of this essence can 
be sold in London for 12s. 6d, 

Mr. Sloper, who with Mr. EB. Paris has a patent for 
the whole of South America, proposes to preserve the 
meat and send it to England in ite pure and raw state, in 
the condition of butcher's meat just killed, to be disposed 
of at the rate of from 4d, to 4d. per lb. All bone is ex- 
tracted, but the fat is left, and the process is based upon 
the destruction of oxygen in the vessel in which the meat 
is packed. 

To carry out the first two processes companies have 
been formed, and for the third a company is intended to 
be established, 

Another method of preserving meat by immersing it 
in paraffine is described in our Scientific News. 





IMMIGRATION AT NEW YORK. 


THE number of immigrants who arrived at New York in 
1865 exceeded that of the preceding year by more than 
13,000, We extract from the report of the Emigration 
Commissioners to the State Legislature the following 
statements and returns :— 

The arrangements for the care and management of im- 
migrants on arrival are well systematised and almirably 
carried inte effect. The vast numbers (sometimes ex- 
ceeding 1100 steerage passengers) brought over in a single 
ship seem hazardous to the health of so many human 
beings crowded into a confined space, notwithstanding 
the numbers carried may not exceed the statutory allow- 
ance. The report of the superintendent and general agent 
exhibite many interesting and important details, of which 
not the least valuable and important are the statements 
ef the relative proportions of sailing and steam vessels 
bringing passengers, the constantly-increasing proportion 
ef steamers in the business, their respective national 
flags, and the ports from which they sailed. By com- 
parison with former years it is shown that the number 
of steamers landing passengers at Castle Garden has in- 
creased from 22, bringing 5111 passengers, in 1856, to 109, 
bringing passengers, in 1860; to 95, bringing 
21,110 passengers, in 1861; to 100, bringing 2 25,143 pas- 
sengers, in 1862; to 170, bringing 63,931 passenge rs, 
in 1863; to 203, bringing 81,794 passengers, in 1864; and 
220 steamers, bringing 116,579 passengers, in 1865. 

Althongh the immigration of the last year exhibits a 
falling off from that of earlier years, the arrivals show 
the same marked difference in favour of steamers over 
sailing-veseels as in late previous years. For instance, 
while in 1859 the average number bronght by steamers 
was 230 against 184 in sailing-vessels, in 1860 it was 314 
against 109, so in 1861 it was 222 against 132, in 1862 it was 
258 against 150, in 1863 it was 376 to 263, in 1864 it.was 
413 to 291, and in 1865 it was 530 to 284, showing an 
average difference in favour of steamers of 264 passengers 
in 1865, 112 in 1864, 113 in 1863, 108 in 1862, of 90 in 1861, 
115 in 1860, and of 46 in 1859, 

The statistics collected and preserved at the emigrant 
dépit as to emigrants, their nations, and their destina- 
tion, with other details, are curious and instructive, and 
will gradually form a body of valuable information for 

rT and financial uses. The number of persons 

landed at Castle Garden was 200,031 (including many 
not subject to bonds or commutation), arriving, in 514 
vessels, from fourteen different ports. None of these ves- 
tele were crowded with passengers, as often was the case 
in former years, the average number in each vessel being 
389. 99,433 reported their intended destination to be the 
State of New York ; 22,671 Pennsylvania and NewJersey ; 
13,511 New England ; 10,826 the Southern States ; 45,317 
Ohio, Indiana, Diinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, Min- 
nesota, and California; and 3453 Kansas, Nebraska, 
Canada, and other parte. A matter of great interest is 
the comparative mortality of passengers on board sailing- 
veseels and those who embarked on board steamers. This 
shows a very large proportional disparity in favour of the 
steamers. Out of 131,351 p 8 in 257 $118 
died, whilst from among 84,431 in 302 sailing-vessels, the 
deaths were 581. The amount of sickness contracted, 
and of deaths consequent thereon, amongst the passengers 
on sailing-vessels in 1865 was alarming.

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BIS ROYAL HIGHNESS UNCOVERING THE PRINCE CONSORT MEMORIAL WINDOW IN THE GUILDHALL.—SEE NEXT PAGE. 
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VISIT OF THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES 
TO YORK. 

Tue Prince and Princess of Wales have been staying a few days 
with the Archbishop of York at Bishopthorpe, in the neighbourhood 
of the city of York. They visited, on Friday week, the Yorkshire 
Fine-Arts and Industrial Exhibition and the annual show of the 
Yorkshire Agricultural Society, besides attending the ceremony of 
the uncovering of a memorial window, presented by Mr. Alderman 
Leeman, M.P., to the Guildhall of York, in commemoration of the 
banquet of Mayors, in October, 1850, when the late Prince Consort 
occupied the chair. It may be remembered that that entertainment 
was given by the Lord Mayor of York and the Mayors of other = 
vincial towns in return for the hospitality with which they had 
been treated by the Lord Mayor of London on the occasion of a pre- 
limimary conference —— the Great Exhibition of 1851. In 
addition to those proceedings on the Friday, their Royal Highnesses 
witnessed, on Saturday, a grand volunteer review of nearly 21,000 
men belonging to the different corps in the North of England, 
assembled on the racecourse at Knavesmire, near York. 

The Prince and Princess, with their two children, Prince Victor 
Albert and Prince George, attended by General Knollys, Major 
Teesdale, and the rest of their suite, arrived at York by a special 
train on the Great Northern Railway, at twenty minutes past five on 
Thursday week, having accomplished the journey from King’s- 
cross, London, in four hours. They were received at the York 
station by the Lord Mayor of York (Mr. James Meek) with the 
Lady Mayoress, the Aldermen, and chief municipal officers in their 

ss of office, the Archbishop with Mrs. Thomson, the cathedral 
clergy, Lieutenant-General Sir Sydney Cotton and the staff officers 
» military district, besides a number of other gentlemen ; anda 
loyal address was handed to the Prince by the Lord Mayor, in the 
name of the city, bidding him “welcome to the ancient capital of 
the north of England,” A procession was then formed to nore wn 
the Archbishop’s carriage, in which their Royal Highnesses too: 
their seats on leaving the railway station, through the city on their 
way to Bishopthorpe; but the rain fell so heavily that it was neces- 
sary to put up the hood of the carriage during the first part of the 
drive. The Prince and the Archbishop sat in the front seat of the 
carriage, while the Princess and Mrs. Thomson sat opponte them. 
Their carriage was preceded by the carriages of the Lord Mayor, 
with sword and mace bearers, the Recorder, the Sheriff, the Alder- 
men and Councillors, the magistrates, the clergy, the town clerk, and 
other officers of the Corporation; the Merchants’ Company, the 
Merchant Tailors’ Company, the benefit societies, and the Fire 
Brigade composing the rest of the procession ; while the 2nd West 
York Militia, the Yeomanry Cavalry, the Ist West York Rifle 
Volunteers, the 3rd West York Artillery Volunteers, and 
a troop of the 13th Hussars contributed a mili! escort, with their 
bands of music. The route taken from the station was by Lendel- 
street, the new bridge, Museum-street, Duncombe-street, Petergate, 
Charch-street, Parliament-street, Ousegate, Micklegate, and through 
the Bar into Blossom-street, where their Royal Highnesses, with the 
Archbishop and Mrs, Thomson, left the procession, and, proceeding 
down Nunnery-lane, soon after arrived at Bishopthorpe, the resi- 
dence ofthe Archbishop. Thestreets were capedel with people, who 
did not mind the rain, but cheered the Royal visitors heartily, 
whilst banners and handkerchiefs waved from all the windows. The 
triumphal arches, especially those on Ouse Bridge and in St. 
Leonard’s-place, as well as the decorations at Micklegate-bar and 
elsewhere, had a very good effect, notwithstanding the unfavour- 
able weather. The evening was fine, and there was a brilliant 
illumination of the city. A distinguished company, amongst whom 
were the Marquis and Marchioness of Normanby, the Earl of 
Zetland, Lord and Lady Wenlock, Earl and Countess Cathcart, the 
Earl and Countess of Macclesfield, the Marquis of Hartington, Lord 
and Lady Herries, and the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress of 
York, were invited by the Archbishop to dine, on the Thursday 
evening, with their Royal Highnesses at Bishopthorpe. 

On Friday morning the Prince and Princess went to see the 
Agricultural Show, and witnessed the judging of the fox-hounds and 
harriers from the grand stand ; the Hon. Admiral Duncombe, pre- 
sident of the Yorkshire Agricultural Society, doing the honours of 
the showyard. The judges were the Earl of Macclesfield, the Earl 
of Portsmouth, Lord Poltimore, Lord Dacre, Sir Watkin Williams 
Wynn, and Mr, J. Anstruther Thomson. The show, especially of 
hounds and horses, was very good, as might be expensed fe ork- 
shire. 

Their Royal Highnesses next proceeded to the ancient Guildhall, 
where the memorial window was to be uncovered, The Guildhall, 
situated behind the Mansion House, which is comparatively a 
modern structure, was built in 1446. The hall, measuring 96 ft. by 
42 ft., is a fine room, supported on ten oaken pillars with stone bases ; 
the capitals of the pillars are ornamented with grotesque heals. 
Over the entrance door is a large painting of Paul before Agrippa. 
On the north wall is a bell captured from the great pagoda at the 
storming of Rangoon, April 14, 1851, and presented to the city by 
the 5lst Regiment of Light Infantry, or West Riding regiment. 
The hall was hung with banners, and decorated for the ceremony by 
Mr. R, Gould, architect. The window had been made by Messrs. 
Hardman and Co., Birmingham, from the design of Mr. J. E. Doyle, 
London. It comprises five lights, and represents, as ws have said, 
the great meeting of Mayors in York in the year 1850. In the 
centre light is the figure of Mr, Seymour, who was Lord Mayor at 
the time.

The 
Royal party then left the Guildhall, and visited the Museum grounds, 
The carriage containing their Royal Highnesses, his Grace the Arch- 
bishop, and Mrs. Thomson, was next driven to the Fine-Art and 
Industrial Exhibition, where the party were received by the Lord 
Mayor (the president), the secretaries, and the members of the 
committee, 

The Lord Mayor presented an address to their Royal Highnesses, 
and the Prince of Wales made the following reply :-— 

Gentlemen of the Executive Committee of the Yorkshire Fine-Art and 
Industrial Exhibition,—The Princess and myself thank you for the terms of 
affection and devotion in which you have expressed yourselves towards the 
Queen and the Royal family. To visit this exhibition of art and industry has 
been our most earnest desire on coming to York ; and to witness so successful 
a result of your labours cannot fail to increase the satisfaction we experience 
at the apy thus afforded. It is impossible for me to pass unnoticed 
the allusion you have made to him who may be considered the founder of 
these exhibitions in England—my revered father—or to omit my teful 
acknowledgments for the justice you have done to his memory. My last act 
has been to inaugurate a memorial to perpetuate it, and I now behold another 
practical result of his thoughts and efforts for the promotion of art and 
science in England. That such a result must be beneficial to the public 
cannot be doubted, for the elevation of the taste of the public and the culti- 
vation of a higher order of enjoyment cannot fajl to be accompanied by 
increased happiness and improved habits of morality and religion. 

Their Royal Highnesses then went through a portion of the 
building, inspecting the articles exhibited. The Royal varty after- 
wards visited the cathedral. 

The festivities of the day concluded with a ball given by the Lord 
Mayor and Lady Mayoress in honour of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales.

Soon after one o’clock the whole force was 
under arms, and marched up in brigades to the position for receiving 
his Royal Highness the e of Cambridge, the Field Marshal Com- 
manding in Chief. The Prince and Princess of Wales arrived on the 
ground at half-past two, and were received with great enthusiasm. 
The volunteers took an hour to march o- ; they formed a line near! 
a mile in length. The Robin Hood (Nottingham) Corps was mu 
applauded, and the movement and firing of the rifles and artillery 
were declared good. The review lasted until six o’clock, when the Duke 
of Cambridge highly complimented the volunteers on the manner in 
which they had acquitted themselves. In the course of his remarks 
he impressed upon his auditors the importance of attending to details, 
which proved to be all-important matters in great operations of 
war. He repeated that he never seen a more creditable military 
display than he had been favoured with that day, and declared that 
the volunteers before him formed magnificent material wherewith 
to form an efficient army. The ready, cheerful manner of the men 
in gathering together and moving at the order of their commanders 
reflected dg credit upon all concerned. In conclusion, he 
complimented Sir Sidney Cotton for the manner in which he 
directed the movements of the volunteers, and expressed regret that 
the Prince of Wales had been compelled to leave before the review 
had finished. His Royal Highness had, however, expressed great 
satisfaction at what he had seen of the evolutions. 

The day passed off without any accident having been reported ; 
and the Prince and Princess left for Studley Park, the seat of the 
Earl De Grey and Ripon, at ten minutes to six o'clock.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 

THE following is the weekly return of the Registrar-General of births and 
deaths last week in London and in twelve other large towns of the United 
Kingdom :— 

In the week that ended on Saturday, Aug. 11, the births registered in 
London and twelve other large towns of the United Kingdom were 4173 ; the 
deaths registered, 4059, The annual rate of mortaiity was 35 per 1000 
persons living. 

In London, the births of 1021 boys and 950 girls—inall 1971 children—were 
registered in the week. In the Seating weeks of ten years, 1856-65, 


thirty-second week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that 
week is, with a correction for increase of population, 1366. The deaths in 
the present return exceed the estimated number by 933. 

The weekly deaths are declining ; 2299 deaths were tered last week ; 
2661 in the week preceding. The deaths are less by 52 daily than jay were 
in the previous week, and the whole of the d it is d for by the 
fall of the deaths by cholera and diarrha@a from 1407 to 1045. 

Of cholera 781, of diarrhoea 264, persons died last week ; of both forms of 
disease, 1045; which is less than the numbers in the previous week by 362, 
thus distributed in res; of ages:—Under 20 the decrease of children’s 
deaths is 228, at 20-40 the decrease is 80, at 40-60 it is 42, at 60-80 it is 16; of 
old people of 80 and upwards the deaths have increased by 4. 

The Touran in the mortality of children is gratifying evidence of the good 
effects of increased care for their lives. 

As the east districts were devastated to the greatest extent, they last. week 
experienced the greatest relief; the deaths in them from the epidemic, in- 
cluding diarrhea and cholera, fell from 1041 to 774, and the decline is 
observable in each of the districts. 

10,898 persons have died in London during the last five weeks, a number 
exceeding the corrected average by 4213. Within the five weeks 3116 
persons died of cholera ; 1838 of diarrh@a. The mortality in the west dis- 
tricte was at the annual rate of 24; in the east districts at the rate of 82 per 
1000 inhabitants. In the west districts 225, in the east districts 3182 persons 
died of cholera and diarrhwa; the estimated population being respectively 
511,258 and 607,945. 

To facilitate the inquiry into the causes, and to supply information to those 
who are engaged in combeting the epidemic, the particulars of eyery death in 
London are now published daily; all the deaths, for instance, registered on 
Monday in the districta of London from Fulham to Woolwich can be pro- 
cured on Tuesday evening by scientific men at the ‘s printers. 

The deaths registered from cholera in the east districta during the seven 
days of the week were 223 on Sunday and Monday ; 114 on Tucsiay ; 90, 98, 
71 and 78 on the four following days; in all London on the same days 249%. 
130, 109, 114, 85, 94. 

No greater mistake couuld be made than to relax the efforts for combating 
the disease, or for relieving the distress which it has already wrought. 

The water companies, Dr. Frankland has suggested, should filter their sup- 
plies through animal charcoal ; and the suggestion is well worthy of the con- 
sideration of their engineers at this time, when the waters of no shallow 
wells can be used without risk. In epidemic districts the water-butts should 
he emptied, disinfected, and refilled. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 39 per 1000 in London, 19 in 
Edinburgh, and 21 in Dublin ; 20 in Bristol, 23 in ingham, 32 in Man- 
chester, 28 in Salford, 25 in Sheffield, 32 in Leeds, 22 in Hull, 35 in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, and 26in Glasgow. The re*urn from Liverpool has not come to 
hand. The rate in Vienna was 35 per 1000 during the week ending the 28th 
ult., when the mean temperature was 2°6 deg. Fahr. higher than in the same 
week in London, where the rate was 44 per 1000.

Take from us, we beseech Thee, all hardness of heart and unbelief, all 
neglect of Thy Ordi and c pt of Thy Word. Correct us, O Lord, 
but not in Thine anger ; and withdraw from us, in Thine own good time, the 
scourge with which Thon hast visited us. Give us an heart to comfort and 
succour all who are stricken by it; incline us to aid in ministering to their 
wants, and assuaging their sufferings. And in the presence of this great 
mortality may we all be reminded that in the midst of life we are in death. 
Give us grace to turn from our evil ways, and seek the Lord our Saviour, 
while He may be found, with hearty repentance and true faith : so shall we 
in quietness and confid await Thy holy will, and be ready, shouldest Thou 
call us, to yield up our souls to Thee, O gracious Father, in the blessed hope 
of everlasting life, through the mediation and for the merits of Thy Son 
Jesus Christ, our Lord.

BIRTHS, DEATHS, AND MARRIAGES. 
(From the Registrar-General s Quarterly Return.) 
THE registers of the United Kingdom show that 110,484 persons were married 
in the quarter that ended in March last ; that the births of 261,302 children, 
and the deaths of 172,013 persons of both sexes, were registered in the three 
months ending of June 30. 

The death-rate of the United Kingdom is slightly below that which pre- 
vailed in England and Wales. The several facts concerning the other 
divisions of the kingdom are fully set forth in the quarterly reports of the 
Registrars General of Scotland and Ireland. 

Tbe estimated population at home of England, Scotland, and Ireland is 
29,935,404. ‘The corrected death-rate of the quarter is 2°388 per cent. 

ENGLAND. 

This return comprises the births and deaths registered by 2200 registrars in 
all the districts of England during the spring quarter that ended on June 30, 
1866 ; and the marriages in 12,856 churches or chapels, about 5404 registered 
places of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 641 super- 
intendent ’ offices, in the quarter that ended on March 31, 1866. 

The marriage-rate, which was low in 1861-2, but revived subsequently, 
and was remarkably high in 1865, continued to be well maintained in the first 
quarter of the present year. The birth-rate was also very high in that 
quarter, and, though it declined afterwards, it was still a little above the 
average in the three months that ended on June 30. But a decidedly un- 
favourable feature of the present return is the high death-rate that prevailed 
in the spring quarter. The mortality was much higher than it had been in 
any June quarter of the ten years 1856-65. The coldness of the season, and 
epidemics of measles and whooping-cough, appear to have exercised a very 
wide and fatal influence on the public health. 


MARRIAGES, 

In the March quarter 75,152 persons were married in England. The mar- 
riages were 37,576, against 33,427 in the same quarter of 1856. The number 
of marriages advances with the increase of population, but not without 
fluctuations that are attendant on the changing condition of the people, of 
which condition industrial success or adversity is perhaps the most ap- 
preciable, but not the only, element. At the beginning of the last decade. 
the annual number of marriages was about 160,000; at the end of it the 
number returned in a year was more than 185,000. 

The annual marriage-rate in the first quarter of the present year was 1°442 
(viz., of ins married) to a hundred persons living. The average rate of 
ten March quarters was 1°398. 

BIRTHS, 

The number of children born in the spring quarter (ended June 30) was 
192,452 against 173,263 in the same period of 1856. The annual birth-rate 
of the quarter was 3°644 per cent of the population, the average of ten pre- 
vious springs being 3°620. 

The births returned in thirteen weeks ending June 30 numbered 26,776 in 
London, 1429 in the city of Bristol, $236 in the borongh of Birmingham, 
4802 in that of Liverpool, 2591 in that of Leeds, 3353 in the city of Man- 
chester. There were 4893 in Glasgow, a number which slightly exceeds that 
of Liverpool, though the population of the latter town is greater. 

Taking twelve large towns in Great Britain, it appears that the birth-rate 
was highest in Leeds, in which town it was 4°557 per cent ; the next highest 
was 4°543 in Glasgow ; in Newcastle-on-Tyne it was 4°205 ; in Sheffield, 4-009 ; 
in Liverpool, 3-979. In London and Bristol it was as low as 3°50. But the 
population of Leeds, there is reason to believe, has been under estimated.

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ECHOES OF THE WEEE, 

THE whirligig of time, which brings about its revenges quickly 
enough upon most of us, is most sharp upon the journalist. For 
after the poor man has twirled his pen to form some oracular 
sentence, a telegram may set his prophecy all wrong even before it 
reaches the eye of the reader. Thus, in presuming that Prussia 
being satisfied Europe was at peace, last week, we were mightily 
wrong ; for while the steam printing-machines were spinning off the 
sheets of this paper, the King of Prussia and Count Bismarck were 
trying to digest a little message from Louis Napoleon as to the 
exgurgitation of the Rhine provinces. The French claim never 
seems to be barred by any lapse of time; there is positively 
no statute of limitation. Napoleon quietly refers to the 
boundaries of France as held by her—for a very short time, 
by-the-way—in 1814, by treaty, and upon the good old plan 
ot taking and holding for some ten years previously. But, if so, we 
might go back to the blessed wt of Henry VI., King of France 
and England jure Divino; or, if we liked, beyond that, to when 
Duke William brought with him Normandy, Picardy, Anjou, and 
Touraine. That going back is very unpleasant. The Finians go 
back long antecedent to Brian Boru and Owen Roe O'Neil. The 
poor squireen goes back to the days when his ancestors were Lords 
of Ulster, and carried fire and sword to the borders of the English 
= Woe for any people when it will not accept the stern 
ogic of events! It is a positive fact that Napoleon the Great is just 
as dead as Frederick the Great, and that a new era of conquest may 
have dawned for Prussia, as once it did for France. But, even if not 
so, this demand is awkward, and made at an awkward time, 
Prussians loudly assert that not an inch of German ground 
shall be given away; and the only hope of a peaceful solution of the 
question is the dishonourable suggestion that Napoleon quietly acted 
as “bonnet” while Prussia attacked Austria—that is, he stood by, 
apparently neutral, and prevented any aid during the spoliation. 

The continued indisposition of the Emperor—one, I hear from 
private sources, much more serious than the public supposes—is 
again a source of grave anxiety to European statesmen. Who will 
bend the bow of Ulysses when Ulysses is gone? For Napoleon 
governs as well as rules, The great virtue of a constitutional 
Government is that, save for love and loyalty, it matters very* little 
what Sovereign fills the throne: the evils with us that kings can 
cause or cure are not much. Not so in France, whose clever, 
capable Sovereign is all in all to her, and who for fourteen 
ro has placed her foremost in the rank of nations and 

as developed her resources by being the Napoleon of Peace almost 
beyond her own > > or conception. Considering Napoleon's illness, 
that paragraph in Le Temps is curious. It is there asserted that the 
Pope, determined to take time by the forelock, will cede the States 
of the Church to the Emperor under the title of a vicariate, the 
Papacy, “ not being able of itself to defend the estates ensured to it 
by the founders of the Carlovingian dynasty, can only place them 
in the hands ef the heir of the donor, the successor of Pepin le Bref, 
the Catholic Prince par excellence, his Most Christian Majesty the 
Sovereign of France.” There is plenty of sound here, but really 
the proposition is not so very unlikely to prove a fact. 

Cholera, happily, decreases every day in its demand for victims. 
It was but on Wednesday that I st in the wards of the London 
Hospital and saw more than one stricken creature die ; but although 
the east end, or rather the eastern district, of London contri- 
butes the largest number of deaths, those on Saturday last 
amounting to ninety-four, yet the number both here and in Paris 
steadily declines, and the western and northern parts of London 
are totally free from it. Mr. Glaisher’s blue mist is not yet satis- 
factorily accounted for, although others have observed it, and more 
than one medical writer has wisely urged that we should see through 
the mist, and look to the proximate causes of the disease—foul air, foul 
dwellings, bad food, and a dozen other preventible causes. Why 
should not the landlords of houses in certain courts and alleys be 
forced to cleanse and ventilate them? Why should not certain 
London pork breeders be subjected to inspection? the poor feed 
largely on this cheap delicacy (?); and one Henry Edwards was 
lately fined for the treatment of his swine. He fed them on 
poultices from the London Hospital, for which he had a contract. 

What an artificial people are the English! I call them English ! 
although, were I to follow a rule lately dictated to authors and 
journalists by the Scots—I might say British :— When you write 
of the south of the Tweed, say English ; when of Scotland, Scottish ; 
of Ireland, Irish; but in anything which concerns us all, use the 
word British.” A sound rule, that, which honest writers careful of 
national feelings, may well follow. Well, we British are artificial 
humbugs! Here are we, lecturing about the cholera, deploring the 
state of the pumps and the deficient water supply, and yet we let 
dwellings of the poor be poisoned all the year round with foul water ; 
we do not allow—Heaven save the mark !—the taps to run on Sun- 
days; as if New River water were like heavenly manna, and that 
gathered on Saturday nights would multiply in the foul cisterns 
and rotten receptacles from which the poor drink it. Multiply! 
it does multiply; for, as Hamlet, says, since the “sun will breed 
maggots in a dead dog, being a god, kissing carrion,” so the blessed 
and pure water, foully corrupt, will breed such slimy forms and ab- 
horrent monsters as would, shown through a Stanhope lens, make 
your fine lady shriek at their very shadows. Now all this is very 
easy of remedy ; and if we British—for Irish throng our courts, and 
Scots work amongst us, and earn money, and own houses—wish to 
put an end to a ve tent shame, we can doit now. Nor are the 

r inhabitants without blame. “Why not cleanse these water- 
utts,” cries an inspector in the Medical Times, “and purify them 
with a few burnt shavings and half a dozen lucifer matches? There 
is not a brawling, a working man who loses his time shouting 
for manhood suffrage who could not do the job in half an hour. 
Let him prove his manhood before he gets his suffrage.”

Studies in European Politics. By Mountstuart E. Grant Duff, 
Member for the Elgin District of Burghs. (Edinburgh : Edmonston 
and Douglas.) The short but sharp war which is just over—at any 
rate for a season—has caused men to rub up their knowledge of 
European politics ; and Mr. Grant Duff's book makes its appearance 
very opportunely as a seasonable aid. His pages were passing 
through the press as the thunderclouds grew every moment blacker 
and blacker, and a great storm threatened to — a the 
land almost from the Baltic to the Gulf of Venice. e contents of 
Mr. Grant Duff's goodly volume are divided into seven chapters, 
headed, respectively, Spain, Russia, Austria, Prussia, the Germanic 
Diet, Holland, Belgium; and although the first of the countries 
mentioned may be considered perfectly independent of the war and 
the results of the war which is now either interrupted only or quite 
ended, it always presents an interesting case of political disease, and the 
others cannot be indifferent to, or unaffected by. a convulsion which 
disturbs the equilibrium of any one of them. How Belgium was moved 
by the late conflict and is rendered uneasy even by the present truce, 
when the talk is of rendition, or partition, or absorption, or annexation, 
or rectification of frontiers, was to be gathered from conversation 
with those Belgian volunteers who met but a few short weeks ago 
with a fraternal reception at Wimbledon. There were amongst them 
simple souls who, blissfully forgetful of the fate of Denmark, pro- 
fessed themselves to be rejoiced at the cordial welcome accorded to 
them in England, not so much because it was agreeable to them 
personally, as because it assured them they might rely upon “la 

yuissante Angleterre,” if a powerful neighbour of theirs should cast 
Bis eye towards Belgium with a view to “ rectification des frontiéres.” 
Of all the countries to which he refers Mr. Grant Duff has some 
personal knowledge ; and this is a great advantage, for it enables an 
author to write with a confidence and a reality imperceptible, a 
haps, to the reader, but not without due influence upon him. The 
seven chapters are based upon articles contributed to various reviews 
or magazines, but they are essays which well deserved remodelling, 
additions, and re-publication. The author appears to have re 
much, observed much, and thought much ; to have really and literally 
studied for his own improvement the subjects upon which he has 
written ; to have brought to his task a liberal and impartial spirit ; 
and te unite shrewd perception with cool judgment. 
which he deals with have been already entirely or partially decided 
by the course of events, and it will be seen that he has no reason to 
be ashamed of his perspicacity. He has written a solid book, which 
will be found useful and instructive to those who, desirous as they 
may be of pursuing the same course of study as the author has 
pursued, have not bis opportunities. 

The Viceregal Speeches and Addresses, Lectures, and Poems of the 
late Earl of Carlisle, K.G. Collected and Edited by J. J, Gaskin. 
(Dublin: M‘Glashan and Gill.) Everybody, it may be safely said, 
will allow to the late Earl of Carlisle the credit of having been the 
possessor of a cultivated mind and the master of polished language ; 
of having displayed many virtues, amongst which courtesy and 
benevolence were conspicuous; of having made many friends (and 
speeches) and not a single (known) enemy; of having lived in 
general respect, and of having died amidst general regret ; but it 
can hardly be denied that he was, intellectually speaking, a man of 
what may be called the “prize poem order.” It does not by an 
means follow that such a man has not a high degree of intel- 
lect ; but such a man, though he be “a scholar and a ripe and 

ood one,’ though he be musical in his verse as the spheres of 
»>ythagoras in their motion, though he be logical in argument and 
graceful of speech, usually is deficient in originality and lacks that 

ywer which takes an irresistible grip of another’s mind, and which 
Roses even a wedding-guest to miss his breakfast whilst he listens 
to “atale.” The late Lord Carlisle no doubt wrote some elegant 
poetry, which, on certain occasions, may be read with pleasure and 
even profit ; but, eo long as any fragments remain of the works of 
Demosthenes, Cicero, Burke, Curran, Bossuet, Massillon, and a 
score or two more, it is hardly likely that he whose soul feels at 
odd times a longing to satisfy itself with a feast of eloquence will 
betake himself to an address delivered or after-dinner speech made 
by the late Lord Carlisle upon the occasion of a “ municipal 
banquet ” at the Mansion House, Dublin. One is driven, indeed, to 
conc!ude that the book—which has been compiled with love and 
reverence, but with little tact or taste, by Mr. Gaskin—is not in- 
tended so much for the benefit and mental improvement or enjoy- 
ment of the public as for the purpose of showing the mutual esteem 
which existed between the late Lord Carlisle and Mr. Gaskin, 
and the number of friends and admirers who were willing 
to subscribe for one or more copies of the late nobleman’s 
collected “ speeches, addresses, lectures, and poems.” The volume 
in fact, belongs to the category of those works which take the form 
of a testimonial to departed worth and not of a contribution to the 
literature of the country. This is pretty evident from Mr, Gaskin’s 
own words :—“ The limits of this work would not admit of the pos- 
sibility of recording the innumerable tributes—by men of eminence 
in science and literature, by statesmen of the highest reputation— 
to the merits and virtues of Lord Carlisle.’ Had Mr. Gaskin 
omitted his preface and introduction altogether, or curtailed them, at 
least so far as the eulogistic notices from newspapers (which are in- 
troduced as one sees them introduced in advertisements) are con- 
cerned and confined himself to the more important s hes, added 
to the writings, of the late Lord Carlisle, he would, in our humble 
opinion, have shown more regard for the fame and dignity of his 
departed friend and patron. It was scarcely to be expected that the 
author could miss the opportunity of recommending his own work 
on “Geography and History made Interesting” and himself gene- 
rally ; but that art of his labour was not indispensable. A concise 
sketch of Lord Carlisle's life would have been an excellent substitute 
for the rambling introduction. 

From to the Snowy Range. By an Old Indian. With 
Eight Coloured Dlustrations and . i . (Tinsley.) It is pleasant 
enough to accompany on paper the “ Old Indian” from the railway 
terminus in the cukesb of Howrah to the Himalayas. We pass 
with him by many a spot famous in the history of British India; 
from Plassey, where the star of Clive was in the ascendant, to Delhi, 
where the last of the Moguls was captured by Hodson, of Hodson’s 
Horse. Burdwan, Benares, Cawnpore, the Alumbagh, Lucknow, 
Agra, and Delhi are the familiar names which meet our eyes as we 
make our way to the Grand Trunk road, and so to Um Simla, 
and the snowy range. The “Old Indian” has a few words to po 8 a 
few reminiscences to awaken, a few scenes to describe, a few reflec- 
tions to make, a few warnings to give as we hurry along ; and his 


gossip enlivens the journey. The author's preface says that his 
“book, containing the record of a winter tour through the upper 
provinces of India to the Himalayas, is placed before the public in 


the hope that the historical interest of the scenes described and the 
peculiarity of Indian as compared with English travel may secure 
for it a perusal which will be of profit to the general reader.” He 
declares also that his own “ expericnce has been that chance travel- 
lers in that country are unable to procure any adequate or trust- 
worthy account of the places of note visited by all who travel 
along this route;” and his endeavour, it would seem, has 
been to supply the deficiency. It is impossible not to feel a little 
astonishment at his statement; for a jouw to Simla (though not, 
perhaps, at the exact time chosen by our author) is surely no novelty 
to residents in India, and they surely write home to their friends in 
England the moet circumstantial accounts of all they do and suffer. 
Nevertheless, the “Old Indian” has written what is agreeable to

M. G. Planté has communicated to the Academy of Sciences 
at Paris a description of his method for the production of ozone, the chief 
point of which is the employment of electrodes of lead instead of elec- 
trodes of platinum, when ozone is sought to be obtained by the electro- 
chemical position ef water.

M. H. Ste. Claire Deville has published some facis respect- 
ing the hydraulicity of the esia which had been obtained by M. Balard 
from the calcination of the c de of magnesium (common salt) extracted 
from sea water. This jia, in small compact masses, after having been 
kept in running water for several months, acquired the hardness and con- 
sistency of marble and became as translucid and crystalline as alabaster. 
Casts of medals, &c., taken in this magnesia are as durable as marble. 
When calcined to a white temperature for twelve hours and then pulverised

Professor Unger has reported to the Academy of Vienna 
the results of his examination of some Egyptian tiles lately obtained from the 
brick pyramid of Dashur, the building of which dates m between 3300 
and 3400 B.C. They had been made with an addition of desert sand and 
chopped straw, which has given them great cohesion and durability. The 
investigation of these bodies showed the presence of parts of five different culti- 
vated plants, seven field weeds, and some local plantas, together with several 
fresh-water mollusca and remains of fishes, insects, &c., but all organisms which 
still, for the most part, occur in and have hitherto remained unaltered. 
There were also found fragments of burnt bricks and earthen vessels, a smal! 
piece of linen thread and one of woollen thread, all of which inJicated a 
tolerably advanced civilisation at the time of the erection of the pyramid.

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GOVERNMENT EMIGRATION. 


THE following are the details of the emigration to the Australian colonies, 
Cape of 


Hope, Natal, and the Falkland Islands, conducted by her 
Majesty’s Emigration Commissioners, at the expense of colonial funds during 
the year 1865 :-— 

The number of ships chartered by the Commissioners was 28: of these 5 
sailed to New South Wales, 5 to Queensland, 2 to Victoria, 14 to Sonth 
Australia, and 2 to Western Australia. 

The number of e its conveyed to the colony of New South Wales 
amounted to 1991 s: of whom 119 were married men, 131 married 
women, 674 single men, 790 single women, 133 boys between the ages of 1 
and 12, 118 girls between the same ages, 11 male and 15 female infants ; 356 
were English, 89 Scotch, 1543 Irish, and 3 foreigners. 

The number of emigrants conveyed to Queensland was 1469 souls : of whom 
102 were married men, 121 married women, 549 single men, 409 single 
women, 91 boys between the ages of 1 and 12, 87 girls between the same ages, 
13 male infants and 7 female ; 303 were English, 120 Scotch, and 1046 Irish. 

The number of emigrants conveyed to Victoria was 487 souls: of whom 37 


were men, 87 married women, 379 single women, 16 boys between 
the of 1 and 12, oe between the same ages, 5 male infants and 7 
f ; 179 were Engli , 58 Seotch, and 250 Irish.

THE BLACKCOCK, CAPERCAILLIE, AND 
WOODCOCK. 


THE blackcock, one of the English names for the heathcock, the 
males of the black grouse, is the Birkhahn of the Germans ; Cog de 
Bruyére a queue fourchue, Coq de Bois, and Foisart Bruyant of the 
French ; Gallo di Monte, Gallo Alpestre, and Fasiano Alpestre of the 
Italians ; Orrfugl of the Norwegians. The female is called a greyhen, 
and the young are named poults, a term which is applied to black 
game generally on the borders of Hampshire and Dorsetshire. This 
noble bird, whose plumage, when in full beauty, cannot be excelled, 
is now the largest of ite race in the British Islands. It is more 
widely diffused over the central parts of Europe than the caper- 
calzie. It istolerably plentiful in Germany, France, and Holland ; 
and it abounds in northern countries, such as Denmark, Sweden, 
Norway, and Russia, Of the southern counties of England, Hamp- 
reetshire, and Somersetshire possess it ; and occasionally it 
has been seen in the heathy parte of Sussex aid Surrey. In the 


New Forest and the wold heaths on the borders of Hampshire and 
Dorsetshire, in the neighbourhood cf Wimborne, it is per- 
haps more common than anywhere else in the south. The 


antocks, Sedgemoor, and some other uncultivated tracts in 
mersetshire, and Dartmoor, in Devonshire, are its head- 
uarters in those counties; but it is comparatively rare, 
taffordshire has it sparingly, and Northumberland plenti- 
fully.

It is found 
in several parts of the 
Alps, and in some parts 
of Italy and France. 
The male capercaillie is 
equal in size to a 
turkey, and weighs from 
12lb. to15lb, The fe- 
male is only two thirds 
of the size of her mate. 
The breeding season 
commences early in the 
spring, before the snow 
is off the ground, The 
hen makes her nest 
upon the ground, and 
lays from six to twelve 
eggs, and her young re- 
main with her until the 
approach of winter. The 
young cocks separate 
rom the mother before 
the hens. The food of 
this species consists 
principally of the leaves 
of the Scotch fir, rarely 
those of the spruce, also 
of juniper-berries, cran- 
berries, &c., and occa- 
sionally, in winter, the 
buds of the birch. The 
young ones are suUs- 
tained at first on ants, 
worms, and _ insects, 
Professor Nilsson affirms 
that the capercaillie is 
often reared up in 
a domestic state in 
Sweden, and, like the 
turkey-cock, is bold and 
disposed to attack per- 
sons, Within the last 
twenty years many of 
our leading English 
sportsmen have visited 
Norway and Sweden Rye 
for the purpose of shooting and fish ng; and to those who take an 
interest in such sports we strongly recommend an excursion to the 
north of Europe. 

The Woodcock is too well known to the naturalist and sportsman 
to need muchcomment. It is the Bécasse of the French, Beccaccina 
of the Italians, Waldschnepfe of the Germans, and woodcock of the 
British ; it is most probably the Scolopax mentioned by Aristotle. 
The species is found in western Lapland beyond the Arctic Circle, 
in Finland, Russia, Siberia, Germany, and France. A few have 
been known to breed in Switzerland. They are found all the year 
through at Madeira, and are plentiful in Italy. Barbary possesses 
these birds, and at Athens they are by no means uncommon, They 
have been seen abundantly in Smyrna, and have been found in 
Aleppo and Egypt, Cashmere, and Japan. The woodcock breeds 
occasionally in this country, in Scotland especially. The nest is 

laced on the ground ina dry, warm spot, among herbage, and is loosely 
‘abricated of dead leaves, principally of the common fern, and 
unlined. The eggs, three or four in number, are pale yellowish 
white, blotched and spotted at the larger end with ash re. and two 
shades of reddish-yellow brown. When surprised, the old birds have 
been known to carry off their young in their bills and claws. 

The common snipe (Bécaasine of the French) is a well-known au- 
tumnal visitor to our marshes; but considerable numbers remain 
with us, retiring to the moors of the northern parts of England 
and to the highlands of Scotland as spring advances, in order to 
breed. Some few breed in the fenny lands of the midland and 
more southern counties,

PALMERSTON DWELLINGS, CITY-ROAD, 


THE Improved Industrial Dwellings Company (Limited) has recently 
completed the new buildings shown in our Illustration, which are 
named after the late Prime Minister, and situated in City Garden- 
row, Close to the City-road Bridge. There are three blocks of 
buildings, side by side, and each is six stories in height from the 
basement. The block, having a frontage of 56 ft. by a depth of 
44 ft., is divided into four sections by a party-wall in the centre and 
a passage in the middle of each wing. The two centre sections are 
set back about 3 ft. from the front line, for the p of giving 
space for a balcony of that width on each of the upper floors. The 
balconies are reached by a fireproof staircase, which extends 
from the basement to the roof. he larger lettings, consisting of 
three rooms and a washhouse, occupy the end sections of the building. 
The living-room in each tenement is provided with proper cup- 
boards and with a range having an oven and a boiler. Veading out 
of the living-reom is the w ouse or scullery, which contains in 
every case what may be called the accessories of the dwell- 
ing—water-cistern, sink, small fireplace, which is used for cooking, 
washing-copper, dust-shoot, and the closet. The front room of 
the three-roomed tenement is a spacious, handsome lour, 
having two windows, one of which looks out on the bal- 
cony; the fireplace being placed a little on one side of 
the centre of the room, leaves a convenient space for an 
additional bed whenever the room is required to be used 
as a bed-room. On the other side of the fireplace is a side-

board and cupboard. 
The centre sections 
comprise the smaller 
lettings, and consist of 
only two rooms and a 
washhouse, but are sup- 
plied with exactly the 
same conveniences as 
the largerlettings, The 
plan is the same on each 
side of the centre party- 
walls, and each floor or 
flat is a repetition of the 
other, lose to the 
ceiling of each room is 
a ventilator, which com- 
municates with air- 
shafts running through 
the centres of the 
chimney-stacks. The air 
in these shafts is con- 
stantly rarefied by the 
warmth of the flues, and 
a system of natural 
ventilation is produced ; 
while by setting open 
the windows a current 
of external air can be 
at once passed through 
every room. The win- 
dows are made to open 
outwards like French 
casements; but the two 
lower panes are fixed. 
All the rooms are 8 ft. 
Sin. in height. The 
walls of the rooms are 

lastered and papered 
internally, an will 
always be dry, as they 
are not the external 
walls of the building. 
The drainage is effected 
by stoneware pipes, 
which pass down the 
corners of the wash- 
houses ; anda dust-shaft 
carries off the dust to a 
covered receptacle at the 
base of the building. Each tenant has his apartment quite to himself, 
but the roof may be used in common for a drying-ground. 











THE ISLE OF MAN STEAM-SHIP TYNWALD. 

THE new iron steam-ship Tynwald, of 438 tons net burden and 
280-horse power, has recently been constructed, by Messrs. Caird 
and Co., of Greenock, for the Isle of Man Steam-packet Company, 
being the third paddle steam-ship built for that company by the 
same firm within three years to accommodate the passenger and 
cargo traffic between Liverpool and the island. The company, which 
was formed in 1830, has now a fleet of five large and swift vessels. 
The Tynwald is commanded by Captain Alexander McQueen, and 
has been named after the ancient hill or mound upon which the 
laws of the island are yearly promulgated. Her dimensions are as 
follow :—Length of keel and forerake, 241 ft.; breadth of beam, 
26 ft.; depth of hold, 14 ft. 6 in. ; builders’ measurement of capacity, 
808 tons. She is furnished with oscillating engines, having cylinders 
of the diameter of 58 in. and of 6-ft. pron and performing thirty- 
one revolutions per minute. The Tynwald been proved to have 
a speed of from eighteen to nineteen miles an hour, and ‘ormed 
her first wrege from Liverpool to Douglas, a distance of eighty-four 
miles, in four hours and eighteen minutes, There is accommodation 
for 781 passengers, and the vessel is fitted up with bath and state 
rooms. The cabins are elegantly furnished and decorated, and there 
is a capacious deck-saloon and promenade deck 60 ft. long, besides all 
the usual accommodation.
